Japan’s Problem—And Ours 

The recent announcement of the inclusion 
of Japan in plans of the Axis powers—Ger- 
many and Italy—for world domination, calls 
for clear understanding by all the people of 
the United States of the possibilities—nay, 
probabilities—now facing the United States in 
the Far East. : 


Unless this nation, a democracy, wakes to 


_ the imminent peril now facing her, quickly, it 


is likely to be too late to save it from prostrate 
isolation in the midst of an enemy-controlled 
world, if not from worse, conquest in her turn. 

The only way to arouse a democratic na- 
tion is by educating all the people in the facts 
as they exist. The weakness of democracy in 
times such as these is its inherent slowness 
to act. An aroused public demand for’ prompt 
action is the only path to safety. an 

With this in view it is important to look 
at the exact situation in regard to-Japan’s en- 
try into the German-Italian Axis. 

Japan wishes to establish herself as the 
dominant power in the Far East. This ambi- 
tion includes, not only the complete subjuga- 
tion of China, but the seizure, also, of Indo- 
China, Siam, thes Dutch East Indies and all 


British empire outposts in the eastern sphere, | 


including Australia and New Zealand. 

There. are, however, two problems which 
Japan must first solve before she can hope 
to succeed in these ambitious plans. First, she 
must win the war in China, now long drawn. 


While the Chinese continue to resist, Japan 


must dissipate her energies in trying to sub- 
due a nation of 400,000,000 people, eager and 
able to fight but lacking supplies and muni- 


tions. Secondly, Japan must gain undisputed 


naval dominance of thé South Pacific ocean. 

Should the plans of the Axis, and of Japan, 
succeed, the British empire, as a group of al- 
lied commonwealths, would be. doomed. Even 
though Britain herself succeeded in saving her 
homeland from German invaders, -all left of 
the empire would be Britain and Canada and 


-@ few, scattered, inconsequential ‘possessions. 


“This would mean complete Nazi domination 
of the world. The Monroe Doctrine would be a 
dead letter, because economic penetration, at 
least, of South America would be, child’s play 
for the totalitarian forces. And economic pen- 
etration would, inevitably, soon develop into 
political control and, if desired, armed occu- 
pation. ° 

The United- States would be isolated, ter- 
ribly vulnerable to attack. Her export markets 
would be all gone and her internal economy 
disrupted by the costly. necessity of maintain- 
ing, always, a tremendous army and navy and 
air force. Millions of years of the lives of. her 
young men would be lost to normal pursuits, 
because of compulsory military training. 
Standards of living would surely drop far be- 


‘low the present level and this country, for her 


own defense, would be forced to impose al- 
most pauper conditions upon her workers. In 
fact, it would be necessary, for national exist- 
ence, to resort to that regimentation of our 
people which is one of the most hateful prac- 
tices of Nazidom itself. 

There are, however, things the United States 
can do now, to forestall such a world debacle. 


- These things seem plain and commonsense. 


. “S 


It is only necessary for the people to realize 


the imperative need and make their demands 


known loudly enough to bring them to pass. 


Speed, however, is the essential factor. 


In the first place this nation should imme- 


diately place a rigid embargo on exports of all | 


war materials to Japan. We have already done 
this on aviation gasoline, scrap iron and steel. 
There should be embargoes, however, on pig 
iron, copper, oil, all types of gasoline, motor 
vehicles and machinery. Without these sup- 
plies from America Japan could not equip her 
own military forces for long. Her domestic. re- 
sources are pitifully weak. ree 


Then there should be a corresponding em- 


bargo against importation of all goods from 


Japan. Without ‘exporting to this country, Ja-_ 
pan could not acquire the credits necessary to. 


the acquisitiori of the materials she must buy. 

We should extend all possible aid to China. 
‘All credit needed should be provided for the 
Chiang Kai shek government. There-are mil- 
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fight, who will 
wage our battles for us, if only they can se- 
cure the necessary arms. Britain will undoubt- 
edly reopen the Burma road since the Japa- 


' nese treaty signing at Berlin. Supplies can be 


sent to China by this route. 

The United States should arrange with Brit- 
ain to either share, or assume control of the 
great British naval base at Singapore, as well 
as other British bases in the east. At present 


the United States navy is superior to the Japa-. 


nese. Operating from these bases, our fleet 
could effectually checkmate Japanese strategy 
and protect the East Indies. 

With the United States fleet thus keeping 
a firm hand in the east and, in conjunction 
with the export and import embargoes, en- 
forcing a practical war blockade against Ja- 
pan, the British fleet_would be entirely free 
for its imperative duties in the Mediterranean 
and in keeping the Atlantic travel lanes:open. 

The nation would, in all probability, ap- 
prove any action as that outlined above which 
might be taken by the administration. Ever 
since the early days of the world crisis, public 
opinion has been ahead of a lagging congress. 

The people know, even if the obstruction- 
ists in congress do not, that the path of ap- 
peasement is but the road to national suicide. 
There is only one argument recognized by the 
totalitarian governments and that is the argu- 
ment of force. It is fatuous and criminal folly 
to attempt to deal -with them on any other 
basis. 

The sale of destroyers to Britain was ap- 
plauded by the nation generally. The embar- 
goes on shipments of scrap iron and aviation 
gasoline to Japan have been almost unani- 
mously approved. The nation is’in the mood 
for action, because it sees the time for action 
is here. If we do not halt the onrushing plague 


of Naziism, the whole world will be engulfed, 


including ourselves. 


It is the simple course of commonsense, to. 


check that plague as quickly as we can pre- 
pare ourselves for the act,instead of waiting 
for the other fellow to crush us at his leisure 
and in the manner that suits him best. 

Far better to war at time and place and 
under conditions of our own choosing than to 
wait on the enemy’s will and be forced, 


eventually, to fight on our own home grounds. 


Fancy our astonishment on learning. that 
the candidate looked like the face on the cam- 
paign banner.

‘Fewer Unemployed 
There were 622,000 fewer. persons unemploy- 
ed in the United .States in August last than 
in the preceding month, July, according to 
figures compiled by the National industrial 


. Conference Board. 


This brought the total of unemployed to a 
lower figure than for any month since Novem- 
ber, 1937, though ‘still considerably above the 


post-depression low record of 5,066,000 in Sep- 


tember, 1937. | 

It is safe to assume that the unemployed 
totals have shrunk still further since August 
and wiil continue to go lower in the months 
to come. The acceleration of the national de- 
fense program will call for an ever-increasing 
absorption of workers into defense industry 
and this factor will, in the natural order of 
events, increase the activity of industry and 
business of all types. 3 
- Furthermore the calling of a million young 
men, or more, into the armed services through 


the National Guard and the draft bill, will 


leave at least temporary vacancies, which 
must be filled, in ordinary civilian occupations, 

It is interesting to note, in this respect, 
that government authorities at Washington 
are planning a national system of co-ordinated 
distribution of skilled labor for the defense 
industries. Present plans call for a central 
authority, with 20 regional offices, through 
which new or expanded plants may list their 
skilled labor “requirements and thus obviate 
delays and confusion caused by competition 
for this type of labor. 

It: is also proposed that “helpers” be sub- 
stituted wherever possible, for highly skilled 
labor. Thus in place of three skilled workmen 
on one job, one skilled man and 3 “helpers” 
might do the work, thus releasing two skilled 
men for use elsewhere, provide an extra job 
and at the same time give three unskilled 
men necessary training in the work.

CATASTROPHIC SECOND ACT WASHINGTON, Sept. 30. 
. Behind the violently dra- 


matic events of the last days American experts read a simple mean- 
ing. The Germans have lost all hope of the immediate reduction 
of Britain. They are therefore preparing to broaden the theater of 
the war, laying the next act in the Mediterranean. In view of the 
Italo-German-Japanese pact in Berlin, there may also be a side- 
show in the Far East, but most of the best-informed men here 
think the Japanese too deeply involved in China to make the side- 
show really serious. 

Generally speaking, what is feared is that the Germans will put 
part of their air force and their vast and now unemployed land 
war machine to work, to assist the Italians in transforming the 
Mediterranean into an Axis lake. Rumors have already been printed 
that what is now unoccupied France will be occupied in the near 
future, giving the Germans the ports of Toulon and Marseilles: as 
bases .of operation. These are considered perfectly credible, al- 
though not positively authoritative. It is believed the German drive 
into the Mediterranean may come through Spain, Italy, France, or 
down the Danube and into Asia Minor, or by any combination of 
these possible routes. 

The immediate objectives will be the reduction of Gibraltar and 
the closing of the straight, the reduction of Egypt and the capture 
of the Suez canal, and probably German occupation of the French 
colonies in northern Africa. Virtual control of the French pos- 
sessions at the eastern end of the Mediterranean has already been 
demanded by the Italians. 


SPAIN WANTED A LOAN The prospect seems dark, in- 

deed, though no darker: than 
the prospect seemed only two shorts months ago on the eve of the 
battle of Britain. Strong though the British navy is in the Medi- 
terranean, it is hampered by the narrowness of the water, and 
with German instead of Italian planes in the air, will be in grave 
danger from aig attacks. British forces in the Mediterranean areas 
are alreday seriously outnumbered by the Italian armies alone, and 
of British planes there are only the few which it has been possible 
to spare from the vital task of home defense. 

Nor is the political situation promising. Spain is so hope- 
lessly poverty-stricken that a few weeks ago, in the manner of a 
drowning man clutching at a straw, the Franco government actu- 
ally asked the American embassy at Madrid whether this country 
would grant a $100,000,000 loan. The reply was that a loan might 
be sympathetically discussed if the Spanish government could 
guarantee at least 20 years of peace and reconstruction, and the 
subject was immediately dropped. On the whole, it is still be- 
lieved here that General Franco and most of his followers would 
prefer to sit tight, but as the recent dashings about Europe of 
Ramon Serrano Suner quite clearly indicate, the Spanish govern- 
ment is hardly better than an appanage of the Rome-Berlin Axis. 

In Egypt, although the British are whistling in the dark about 
the attitude of King Farouk’s government, it is an open secret that 
For years the British 
displayed a fantastic arrogance to the native Egyptians. Even 
rather recently, when a new British high commissioner was or- 
dered to deal ‘with the Egyptian leaders on an equal basis, the 
British army officers stationed in Egypt raised unshirted hell at 
such undignified condenscension to “natives.’ Thus the problem 
of the defense of Egypt involves struggling with a government 
which does not greatly care about being defended. 


-AND DAKAR As. for the French African colonies, their fate 


: 1s likely to be grimly affected by the Dakar dis- 
aster. The ill-fated de Gaulle expedition to Dakar is understcod 
to have been the work of de Gaulle and General Spears, the

A MATTER OF REPRISAL If American women quit wear- 
ing silk the United States. will 
not have to take the next step, boycott of Japanese silk. : 

This step surely will follow the Japanese open and expressed 
hatred of this nation and its people as it may be expressed in 
additional affronts. 

Japan’s alliance with the Germans and Italians was an official 
confirmation of a position which long has existed. It was an answer 
to our embargo on scrap iron. The United States government at 
last took a stand against sending scrap iron to Japan to be made 
into guns and munitions which may be fired at our own soldiers. 
It was a severe blow. . There is no substitute for iron. ee 

The United States ought also to reply with an embargo on 
all petroleum products, supplementing the existing embargo on 
aviation gasoline. Appeasement is no good. | 

If Japan replies, then this country should place an embargo on 
Japanese silk. There will be many American women to do tha 
anyhow. <2 

England’s answer to the pact will be to reopen the Burma road. 

The Japanese answer likely will be seizure of the Dutch East 
Indies with their great oil wells; tobacco, rubber and coffée. 

This seizure likely will not be attempted until England is de- 
feated or Gibraltar is taken. As long as Singapore remains @ 
strong, fleet-protected fortress, the taking. of the Indies would be 
difficult. This explains, in part, why the attack on Gibraltar will . 
be attempted soon, probably this week. It will have as a primary 
purpose the dislocation of the now strategically located British fleet. 

When, and if, the seizure comes, this country will be confronted 
with a crisis. 


THE NEED FOR IRON Japan could supply her need for oil. 

s by taking the Dutch East Indies. 
This likely would be an easy task once they are mobilized for it. 
A few Dutch planes and forts are there but their resistance would 
be nominal. 

Iron is another matter. 

Chemists can’t make iron as they can rubber and gasoline. 

Last year Japan got 90 per cent of her copper, $28,000,000 of 
it, from this country. Ten per cent came from Canada. Most of 
her nickel comes from Canada. Still does, for that matter. 

If copper is cut off the list along with iron, Japan’s needs 
would become critical. Her Axis allies can’t help much. 

Japan could retaliate by halting our own imports of tin and 
rubber from the Indies and British Malaya. But this country can 
get along without rubber. Synthetic rubber already is appearing 
in quantities large enough to manufacture tires and other articles. 
We can get along without rubber better than Japan can do without 
iron and copper. Tin deposits reportedly have ,been found in cer- 
tain mines in the west. If developed they may meet our needs and 
they will, of course, thoroughly be investigated. 

If silk be barred from this country this would cause the most 
serious domestic effect of all. Silk is Japan’s largest export. ,An 
embargo would have profound economic results in Japan 

This country will do it if Japan persists. And this country 
ought to do it now so that Japan may know this country, too, can 
act to meet hostility and arrogance. 

England ought to open the Burma road so that China may have , 
help. The time has come when it is no longer practical to appease 
one’s foes. Japan has declared her enmity for the United States, 
It ought to be met firmly. 


Those who are not for us are against us. 

IF WAR COMES If war should come it will be a matter of 

resources. In the end, this country would 
prevail. We would pay a terrifice price in men and materials. 
Some of our cities would be bombed, probably New York and San 
Francisco. It would be a long war. But, in the end, this country 
would be the victor because we have the resources. 

We would pay a heavy price because of our unpreparedness. 
We can’t get ready for at least two years, but spring will find us 
getting into plane production, and that is what will count most. Our 
first crop of student fliers will be ready by spring. 

We won’t have a two-ocean navy before 1944, but we could, 
with plenty of planes, do almost as well as our foes, since neither 
Germany or Italy has much of a navy. But we’d pay a real price 
and some of our coastal ‘cities would suffer. 

War could come to this country’s shores very quickly indeed. 
Even the thick-headed congressmen who have opposed _ building 
an army and navy; even the pacificts, most of whom are unknow- 
ing tools of Germany, Russia and Japan, must bow now to see 
that this country is not protected by oceans. 

It ought to be plain that we should sell England everything 
possible to aid her and, at the same time, not weaken our own de- 
fenses. We could sell many of our bombers. Many of the trans- 
port planes, easily converted into bombers, will be sold. 

England’s chances look no better, but the British navy still re- 
mains, and if Gibraltar can hold out against the forces seeking to 
enslave the peoples of the world, resources may :begin to tell. 


Get Easy Riches From 
Oil Wells

Recent investigations have revealed that criminals in Texas, 
operating in groups, are swindling people in all sections of America 
by means of a complicated scheme that seems to offer easy riches 
from oil. ; 

The scheme varies to fit the victim, but the essence of it ig | 
the same old gold-brick formula that tricked the ancients. 

To get their sucker list, the swindlers search the records for 
names of people who have bought shares in leases that proved 
worthless. “Once a sucker,” they say, “always a sucker.” 

From this list they select a busy professional man or. retired 
businessman who seems to have faith in mankind. 

Then the advance man calls on the * ctim, pretending to be a 
representative of Standard Oil or one oi the other. big companies, 
and offers to buy the worthless shares. His company, it seems, 
has bought control and is preparing to drill a deep well, 

This advance man is big, beefy and business-like, and ‘has all 
necessary blanks and contracts. He is very convincing. But the 
victim, hoping for a bigger profit, refuses to sell. 

Now the hook is baited. The advance man has won the victim’s 
confidence. Weeks later he drops by again. It develops that he has 
a lease on 50 acres, within sight of Standard wells, and will give a 
three-eighths interest to anybody who will help finance the drilling 
of a well. He even offers a deed to a mythical ranch as security 
and evidence of good faith 

Papers are drawn up; the victim contributes the money; the 
well, presumably, is started. Then, with oil almost in sight, some- 
thing happens. (A sucker is always good for two bites.) The victim 
puts up more money and is given a bigger share in the lease. 

Then the well strikes salt water and the victim gets a heart- 
broken; humble, pious letter. But he won’t lose anything, for the 
advance man, though poor, is honest. He encloses dozens of signed 
notes, payable monthly, and promises to pay back the lost money. 
Meanwhile, the victim has the deed to the imaginary ranch, 

The notes are faithfully paid, month after month, and thus the 
hook is baited again. 

Then a second member of the gang—a hard-faced “driller’— 
appears with a Jetter and check to prove that he has just drilled a 
4,.000-barrel- well for Standard within a few feet of the victim’s 
lease. He will pay a big price for the victim’s lease, or he will 
drill an offset well, which can’t miss, and take part of his pay in oil. 

The victim doesn’t sell, for here is wealth in sight. So the well 
is drilled; it) proves to be a wonder; and then there is a rush 
demand_for pipe, tanks, etc. The third member of the gang takes 
over, in the role of a mythical supply house, and finishes the trim- 
ming. : 
Of course all of it is fake, and all papers are forged, but the 
victim learns this too late. 

If you have been hooked, notify state and federal authorities and 
set a trap. If some stranger is offering bait, ask him for bank and 
police references, and spend a little money for telegrams or tele- 
phone calls.

part by the demand for housing

‘chief problem of an industrial de- 
| pression lies in the failure of those 
| receiving incomes to spend or re- 
'invest all of it. 
| The present situation though, he 
| believes, is attractive enough from 
'an investor’s viewpoint to lure a 
|lot of idle capital out of hiding.

of Teeth 
By Dr. William Brady. 


Use of jaws, gums and teeth as 
nature intended, proper nutrition, 
and the regular care and advice 
of the dentor are the three essen- 
tials for the preservation of the 
teeth. 

In my judgment it is an excél- 
lent habit to chew some plain 
wheat every day, or some oats, or 
some parley, or some wild rice or 
some barley, or some wild rice or 
and to eat some raw carrot, raw 
cabbage, raw turnip, raw pota- 
to, cucumber, radish, celery, to- 
mato, lettuce, apple. 

This does not imply, as some 
old-time dentists would have you 
think, that we must return to the 
habits of our remote ancestors 
and gnaw bones and eat only raw 
food.
